Not drive will be held in Atlanta

Broadly, the program of the or- 
ganization consists of furnishing 
emergency relief, employment op- 
portunity and rehabilitation service 
to those whose earning capacity has 
been lessened, or destroved, as the 
result of their service to their 
country. Through these activities 
many disabled veterans have been 
made community assets, instead of 
community liabilities, and the bur- 
den of those who must be sup- 
ported transferred from the 
munity to the federal government. 

The annual Foget-Me-Not 
constitute a vital contribution to 
the success of the rehabilitation 
Program.

CONSPIRACIES NEW ORLEANS.—tThe average man on the street 

here believes Huey Long’s assassin drew the short 
straw. No one will ever be able to convince him that anything short of 
a murder conspiracy was behind the death of the Louisiana dictator. 

This version is probably the one which will be handed down to pos- 
térity, although the best informed non-partisans, and even some of the 
men in the Long outfit, do not believe it is true. 

What has happened on the inside here is that the Long leaders have 
taken up the conspiracy theory and are determined to perpetuate it. 
Some of them may believe it is true, but all recognize the = value 
in it. They are not overlooking the opportunity of establishing a martyr 
causé to hold their movement together. 

For that reason, the Long authoritiés now conducting a private in- 
vestigation of the assassination will come out shortly with what they 
will call further evidence to promote their théory. Their evidence will 
have to be very strong to convince anyone not already convinced. 


SHOWMANSHIP The reason the theory is not accepted by those 
in the know is that all the evidence points a dif- 


ferent way. Most of Huey’s talk about assassination conspiracies was 
primarily political poppycock. He told at least two friends that he car- 
ried his bodyguards for publicity effect and really did not believe anyone 
wanted to kill him. He was worried about getting his face marred in a 
fight, but not about his life. 

Probably a thousand persons in Louisiana (and at least a hundred 
more in Washington) have said at one time or another that Huey was 
going to be shot, or should be. Some even volunteered conversation- 
ally for the job, but no one ever did anything. 

It may be hard for an outsider to believe, but it really was all part 
of Huey’s show. 


TYPES What is more convincing is the fact that the assassin, Dr. Carl 

A. Weiss, does not fit into the conspiracy picture. He never 
paid much attention to politics. He was a homeé-loving man, an expert 
on a particular throat ailmént, and Huey, politically, was far away. In 
fact, no political expert here had ever heard of Dr. Weiss during all the 
historic Long battles in the state. 

It is true that his father-in-law, District Judge B. P. Pavy, a popular 
man, was having his troubles with the Long outfit. Judge Pavy con- 
trolled a district which Long could not get. At that time, Long was 
sponsoring a bill to combine this judicial district with another in hopes 
of getting rid of the judge.

ETHIOPIA LIVES 
UNCHANGED

“Can the Ethiopian change his skin 
or the leopard his spots?” 

In that sentence you have Abys- 
sinia-—Ethiopia, the land which is to- 
day almost as much a mystery to the 
rest of the world as it was when the 
people of Enurope lived in caves, 
dressed themselves in skins, and paint- 
ed their bodies with woad. 

And yet it is a country 
down the ages. 

It has seen great empires—Roman, 
Portuguese, Dutch, Spanish—grow up, 
dominate the world, .nd sink inte ob- 
livion; but Ethiopia lives on as it 
lived in the time of Christ, aye! as it 
lived in the time of Solomon, un- 
changing and unchangeable. . 

Even membership in that very 
much 20th century organization the 
League of Nations has not made Ethi- 
opia modern. 

There is a veneer modernity, but 
that is all—an automobile or two, 
telephones here and there, half a doz- 
en aeroplanes for the army, and, to 
link it to the outside world, one rail- 
road, from which, it is said, the tribes- 
men have had the habit of taking the 
steel tie-rods and rail to beat into 
spear-heads and other warlike weap- 
ons. 

For the rest, the country is as it 
was when the Queen of Sheba set out 
with her gorgeous retinue to cross 
the burning deserts of her own coun- 
try and Arabia to visit Solomon in 
all his glory at Jerusalem. 

From that pilgrimage the queen re- 
turned to Ethiopia with a son—Solo- 
mon, as all the world knows, was a 
great lover—and a duscendant of that 
son is Tafari, King of Kings and 
Lion of Judah. 

In Ethiopia they date their history 
and trace their lineage back to cen- 
turies before the birth of Christ. 

They were a great people when the 
Book of Genesis was written, and the 
Ethiopians were Christians when the 
ancient Teutons worshiped Thor and

The Ethiopians live under a code 
which has come down to them unal- 
tered from the beginning of time. True 
it is that one or two things strictly 
European, or perhaps, more accurate- 
ly. American, have found their way 
into the country, but they are excép- 
tion and not the rule. For instance, 
the emperor has installed for his own 
private pleasure a very up-to-date 
movie, and, of course, he has the in- 
evitable graphophone and radio. But 
these things are not for the commomn 
people. How, even in Ethiopia, could 
it be possible to reconcile a theater 
showing the latest pictures from Hol- 
lywood wit: such ancient tribal prac- 
malefactors from 
roadside trees as a warning to the 
others? 

Another little custom which dates 
back to the past is that of chaining a 
debtor to his creditor until the debt is 
satisfied or forgiven. It is a prac- 
tice which, perhaps, so far as public 
morality is concerned, has much to 
commend it. In super-civilized west- 


,ern countries money and debts are at 


the bottom of more than half the liti- 
gation, but in Ethiopia these troubles 
soon resolve themselves, for chained 
together, debtor and creditor often be- 
come the best of friends. 

In Ethiopia, the ancient law of 
Moses, “‘an eye for an eye,” still runs; 
a man is hanged for manslaughter un-

Ethiopia is in this year of grace as 
feudal as were Britain and France 
in the Middle Ages. Tafari, as King 
of Kings—the title he assumed at his 
coronation, denoting his overlordship 
of the other Ethiopian kings or Rases 
—is an autocrat. He is the fount of 
law and order for the 15,000,000 or

Whether we try to be good or bad, the very fact that we try is 
proof that we aren’t being natural. 

Every man who has the instincts and ideals of a gentleman tries to 
be good and tolerant and generous. But his good manners and kind- 
nesses and philanthropies are not natural. They require an effort of will. 
He often despises those he helps. He resents their ingratitude. He does 
good to win praise.. And though his ideals require his charities to be 
secret, his vanity prompts him to mention them to people whose good 
opinion he desires. He is trying to be a good man and the trying re- 
quires acting. 

A sincere and natural man is good, if good at all, without thought or 
effort.

Indus- 
trial bonds were about evenly divided 
between small gains and losses, while 
utilities and low-yield issues were 
about a standoff. Foreign loans con- 
tinued to improve with German ob- 
ligations doing the best. 


The day was almost completely de 
void of news developments having any 
direct bearing on investment senti- 
ment, and traders apparently took ad- 
vantage of this condition to consoli- 
date and adjust portfolios in the light 
of recently established trends. At- 
testing to this was the fact that there 
Were numerous cases where obliga- 
tions of the same corporation moved 
in opposite directions. 


There was no attempt to explain the 
late heaviness in government bonds 
which reversed the trend established 
during the forenoon. Some quarters 
believed it a natural sequel to two 
days of rising prices. The majority 
of active issues finished at the day’s 
low, 2-32nds to 9-32nds below Tues- 
day's finals. 

In the domestic corporation list a 
few isolated cases of strength and 
weakness stood out against the gen- 
eral run of fractional changes. Mur- 
ray Body 6 1-2s lost another 4 points 
at 166 coincident with a slight loss 
in the company’s stock into which the 
honds are convertible. Atlantic Coast 
Line 4s moved up 1 3-8 to 93 and 
International Mercantile Marine 6s 
added another 1 1-2 points to their 
quoted value at 70.

“I recognize, however, that the stock 
market provides an_ inviting field 
where this might occur, largely be- 
cause of ready marketability which, 
under normal conditions, is such & 
benefit to business.” 

James M. Landis, newly elected 
chairman of the Securities and Ex- 
‘change Commission, in his maiden 
public address as head of the SKC, 
declared federal legislation governing 
issuance of secuirties is leading Ameri- 
ca into becoming a nation “not mere- 
ly of security holders, but investors.

“Aduwa is only the first step,” 
they said, and “the army for the mo- 
ment is quiet along the entire front 
but is preparing for another advance.” 

But despite the “quiet,” Italian cor- 
respondents at Asmara, Eritrea, sent 
word the advancing soldiers of Benito 
Mussolini had stormed and captured 
Edagahamus after “most bloody’ 
fighting.” (This was denied by Ethio- 

ia.) 

é Edagahamus is important as the ac- 
cess to a caravan trail to Hauzien, a 
key town in the area.
